Appeal to the general assembly to 
authorize a special election August 27, 
at which the people might decide 
whether to levy an emergency school 
tux of 30 cents on the $100, which 
would produce about $1,000,000, to 
be used by city council in paying 
up all board of education debts for 
1924, was voted by city council, 19 
to 15, Monday afternoon. 

Should the pian go through the 
hoard of education would in effect 
be stripped of all actual authority 
ever achool operation after its pres- 
ent funds are exuausted early in Sep- 
tember as the resolution specifies that 
the money produced by the tax shall 
be expended by the mayor and gen- 
eral council to keer schools open until 
January 1, 

Inman Proposes Plan. 

The plan was proposed by Council- 
man Edward H. Inman and adopted 
fs a substitute for the plan proposed 
by a apecific committee appointed at 
the special session of council Friday 
to devise a practical scheme for fi- 
naficing schools through the last four 
months of this year. Council’s vote 
to adopt the Inman plan prevented 
any vote on the special committee’s 
pian, 


Mayor Sims will have until Tues- 
day, June 10, to decide his action on 
the bill, as council is expected to ad- 
journ Thursday, and the law gives 
him five days after adjournment for 
affixing his signature or veto. He in- 
dicated Monday that he wishes to 
make a more thorough investigation 
of the situation, and refused to issue 
any statement. 
The especial committee's plan was 

restore water rates to the 
level in effect last month, which 
would have produced &187,000 
more than the rate which went into 
effect June 1; to cut the city’s bud- 
get sufficiently to give an additional 
appropriation of $115,000 to schools; 
to obtain without popular referen- 
dum an emergency one mill tax to 
produce more than $300,000 new 
school revenue, and to have the board 
of education reduce expenses and get 
an extension of time on paying for 
equipment in order to keep schools 
open until January 1, when 1925 
revenues will be available. 

Bachman Not Satisfied. 

Following the session Alderman J. 
R. Bachman, chairman of the finance 
committee of council and chairman of 
the special committee which proposed 
the combination tax-water rate-econ- 
omy plan, declared it to be his opinion 
that the three-mill tax could not be 
passed both through the general as- 
sembly and at the popular election. 
He said that he did not believe it was 
introduced with a sincere purpose of 
seenring relief for schools and intt- 
mated that a motion to reconsiler 
might be made when council recon- 
venes Friday afternoon to receive the 
fmance committee's recommendations 
for the June finance sheet and to 
dispose of business which could not 
‘be reached at the Monday session. 

The school board, in session at noon 
Monday, had informed Alderman 
Bachman’s sp ‘ecial committee that it 
would promise to keep schools open 
until January if $600,000 additional 
revenue was provided. The board re- 
fused to submit any definite changes 
in its present budget to show how the 
department could ‘be financed. Presi- 
dent Hancock said that it would take 
some time to work out such changes. 

As a result of council’s action Mon- 
day. the finance committee will — 
ceed to meke up the June bu get 
without taking the schoo! situation in- 


to consideration. 

The committee will have to cut a 
sum, estimated variously from $100,- 
000 to $187,000, out of January ap- 
portionments in order to meet the 
water rate reduction which went into

Defense Forces State To 
Turn Accused Youths

Chicago, June 2.—The legal battle 
of millions to free Nathan YWeopold, 
Jr., and Richard Loeb, scholarly sons 
of two Chicago millionaires and con- 
fessed kidnaperswand slayers of 15- 
year-old Robert Franks, son of an- 
other millionaire Chicagoan, opened 
today, and at the end of the legal skir- 
mish, the state and defense attorneys 
each claimed victories, 

Hearing on a writ of habeas corpus 
for release of the two youths was con- 
tinued to June 6, but the defense suc- 
ceeded in securing an order taking the 
bors from the custody of police and 
remanding them to the care of the 
sheriff of Cook county. They were 


‘taken to the county jail tonight. 


To Ask Two Indictments. 
The inquest into young Franke’ 
death was reopened today with the 
confessed slayers in attendance, but 


Was continued to June 27. State's At- 


torney Crowe said he will take the 
case before the June grand jury to- 
morrow and probably will take three 
days to present his evidence, He said 
he expected to ask for indictments 
for murder and for kidnaping for ran- 
som, each crime punishable by death. 

The most important evidence un- 
earthed today was a letter which Mr. 
Crowe said was written to Jacob 
Franks, father of the slain boy, by 
Leopold and Toeb and which was 
found in a Michigan Central sleeper 
at New York. 


When young Franks disappeared, 
May 21, Leopold and Loeb, according 
to Mr. Crowe, called the Franks home 
by telephone and notified the parents 
their son waa held for ransom. Next 
day, their confessions said, they sent 
Mr, Franks a letter asking $10,000 
rmsom and in the afternoon, shortly 
before the body of the boy, found in 
the southside swamp, had been iden- 
tified, they made a second call to the 
father who had the money waiting, 
telling him to go to a nearby drug 
store. 

Instructions Prepared. 

He failed to understand the address 
and did not go. Had he proceeded 
to the store, the boys, said, he would 
have been instructed to buy a Michi- 
gan Central railroad ticket to Gary, 
Ind., and to sit in a certain rear car 
seat where the letter had been placed. 
Yhe letter instructed him to watch for 
a large sign after passing a certain 
street and to count four and the toss 
the money out the window, the boys 
said.

SLEUTHS DROP HINTS 
OF FRESH REVELATIONS 


Victim of November 
Crime Paints Gilded 
Youths as Boys Scorning 
Any of Lesser Wealth.

Chicago, June 2.—Prying into hid- 
den and sinister phases of the sur- 
charged lives of Richard Loeb and 
Nathan Leopold, Jr., investigators 
have uncovered a startling chain of 
facts which the authorities believe 
have connected the two slayers of 
13-year-old Robert Franks with a 
series of crimes as atrocious and re- 
volting as the one they have already 
confessed. 

Loeb, son of the multi-millionaire 
vice president of Sears, Roebuck & 
Company, was identified late Monday 
by Charles E. Ream, 22-year-old taxi- 
cab driver, as one of two youths who 
kidnaped him in an automobile last 
fall, took him to a vacant lot on the 
city’s outskirts, put him under an 
anaesthetic and performed a gland 
operation on him. 

Leopold Not Remesien’. 

Ream did not recognize Leopold 
as one of his assailants when he was 
taken info the room at the criminal 
courts building, where the two con- 
fessed slayers of young Franks were 
held by the sheriff after being turned 
over by the police under habeas cor- 
pus writs. 

State’s Attorney Robert FE, Crowe 
immediately instituted an investiga- 
tion to ascertain whether other vic- 
tims of the gland robberies that have 
mystified the police here for almost 
twu years could identify either of the 
young “intellectuals,” members of an 
erotic and wealthy students’ group 
at the University of Chicago which 
held itself above 
scorned mere law. 

Probe Other Crimes. 

There are other crimes besides the 
gland operations which detectives in- 
vestigating the Franks’ murder be- 
lieve may have been committed by 
some members of the physically and 
mentally abnormal group of which 
Leopold and Loeb were members, 
But concerning these offenses no re- 
sponsible official would talk.

Inventor Devises 
Suicide Machine 
To Beat Justice 


Alarm Clock Installed as 
Trigger To Spring Death 
Lever. 


New York, June 2.—Carl Dorn- 
field, an aged inventor, surpassed 
himself Monday in devising a mech- 
anism to defeat the ends of justice. 

His masterpiece of invention was 
found in his apartment when a court 
officer broke into the place to com- 
mand his appearance in the West 
Farms court on a charge of disorderly 
conduct. 

Dornfield lay dead on the bed with 
a gas-hose in his mouth. An alarm 
clock with a string. running to the 
gas-jet across the room lay ‘on the 
floor, ticking away long after its 
work was done. 

From the layout the police were 
able to reconstruct Dornfield’s 
scheme. 

He had placed the clock on a board 
which was balanced on the foot of his 
bed. When the clock reached a cer- 
tain hour one string yanked a prop 
from beneath the board. As the clock 
fell, another string, leading to the 
gas-cock, yanked it open and Dorn-

CHILD LABOR BILL 
PASSES IN SENATE 


Measure Goes to States 
for Ratification If Presi- 
dent Coolidge Signs It.

Washington, June 2.—After a heat- 
ed word-battle lasting all day, the 
senate passed the child labor amend- 
ment to the constitution Monday 
night. The vote was 61 to 23. 

The amendment, which has passed 
the. house, now goes to the presi- 
dent for his approval. It will then 
be sent to the states for ratification, 
if the president signs the resolution 

The amendment proposes to change 
the constitution so as to give the 
federal government the right to 
“limit, regulate and prohibit’? the la- 
bor of persons under 18 years of age 
—a right which the U. S. supreme 
court has denied in two decisions, 

Principal opposition was based on 
the state-rights argument, many sena- 
tors arguing that it is not in the prov- 
ince of the federal government to 
regulate child labor. Senator Reed, 
democrat, of Misscuri, declared that 
the proposal is “socialistie, holshevis- 
tis—almost anarchistic.” All efforts

Persons pay- 
ing on the installment plan may 
cut their second payment, due 
June 15, by one-half and the last 
two installments by one-fourth 
each. Those who paid the full tax 
on March 15 will receive as soon 
as is possible a refund of one- 
fourth from the treasury without 
making application for it.

assuring him of their support. 

As evidence of their loyalty, the 
congress relieved the parliamentary 
group of the obligation of voting 
against the budget as a whole, A Jet- 
ter in friendly terms conveying this 
assurance was sent to M. Herriot. — 

President Millerand tonight is 
sitting tight, waiting for his ene- 
mies to -find the way _ to force 
him off and out of his presi- 
dential home in the Rue Faubourge 
St. Honore, according to those friends 
of his who have been in touch with 
'him since the movement to eject him 
from office was put under way. 

No visible reaction has been pro- 
duced at the Elysee palace by the 
menaces of the radicals and social- 
ists and by the hostile resolutions 
adopted by the groups forming the 
new majority in the chamber. 

The president’s adversaries tonight 
appeared disposed to substitute per- 
suasion for threats as a result of re- 
flection which convinced fhem there 
was no legal way of putting a pre- 
mature end to the presidential term 
of office, and that the manifestations 
they might be able to make in the 
chamber would be dangerous not only 
to the president, but also to the new- 
ly-elected majority. They declare! 
they were now willing to allow 
Edouard Herriot, leader of the radi- 
cal party, to accept the mission to 
form a cabinet from the hands of M. 
Millerand on condition that the oc- 
cupant of the Elysee retire graceful- 
ly as soon as the new government is 
installed. 

The other important element of 
major uncertainty in the situation— 
the action of the socialists, who have 
been most eager to oust’the president 
—remained as far from clarification 
tonight as did the probable upshot ot 
the tug-of-war between the president 
and parliament. 

At an almost all-night session. the 
socialists failed to reach a decision 
as to what would be their attitude 
toward the new government. 


BLOODY REVOLUTION 
~—GENTERS IN SCUTARI 


' Belgrade, Jugo-Slavia, June 2.— 
The Albanian insurrection, according 
Serbian press bureau commu- 
nique issued today, broke out in Scut- 
ari Saturday, when two deputies, head- 
ing a force of one thousand Alban- 
ians and others, attacked the govern- 
ment partisans and gendarmes. By 
Sunday morning the insurgents had 
already occurded half the city of Scu- 
tari. 
The insurgent forces totalled 1,700, 
the communique asserts, with four 
mountain guns .and eight machine 
guns, against the government forces of 
700 armed with only a few automatic 
rifles. 2 

Saturday night the insurgents be- 
gan a bombardment of the Sceutari 
prefecture and continued it through- 
out Sunday. The prefect is besieged 
there with only 500 gendarmes as pro- 
tection, the press bureau states. 

From other sources it is reported 
that numerous casualties have occur- 
red on obth sides and that the com- 
— of the gendarmerie has been 
cilled.

A fact which inverests State’s At- 
torney Crowe is that the street cor- 
ner where Ream was kidnaped is not 
far from the exclusive section where 
the Leopold, Loeb and Franks fam- 
ilies reside and is but a short dis- 
tance from the Chicago university 
campus, 

And to heighten the interest which 
the state’s attorney’s office took in 
the possibility of other crimes being 
traced to young Loeb and Leopold 
there came information concerning 
another unsolved murder in the neigh- 
borhood where the youths lived. 

On April 7, 1924, Melvin L. VWrolf, 
24 years old, left the home of his 
wealthy grandfather, Henry M. Lin- 
denthal, to mail a letter. He wore 
no hat and -intended to return in a 
few minutes. He never came back 


alive. 
Lindenthal To Push Probe. 

Nearly a month afterwards Of- 
ficer Michael Neary, of the South 
Park police, found Wolf's body and 
pulled it from the lake. Although 
there was nothing in the condition of 
the body to show that the young mun 
had been murdered, his relatives re- 
tained detectives and declared their 
belief that he bad been kidnaped and 
killed.

“The passage of a new revenue 
bill was required for two reasons, 
the reduction of taxation and the res 
form of taxation,” the president ex- 
plained. 

“The bill as passed provides a cer- 
tain amount of tax reduction, It im- 
proves some of the features of ad- 
ministration, But, it is not only 
lacking in tax reform, it actually 
adds some undesirable features to the 
present law.

“With some $12,000,000,000 of tax- 
exempt securities now outstanding, 
and $1,000,000,000 of new issties each 
year, it is idle to propose high sur- 
taxes® A man with large inherited 
or accumulated capital is told he must 
pay one-half of his income to the gov- 
ernment if he invests it in productive 
business, but: he is invited to be re- 
lieved of all tax by the simple ex- 
pedient of withdrawing from business 
and investing in tax-exempt securi- 
ties. This does not mean that wealth 
in existence is taxed; it is not. It 
escapes. It does mean, however, tha: 
initiative. and new enterprises, are 
throttled. 

Fail as Source of Revenue. 

“While the inconsistency of high 
surtaxes existing side by side with 
a lawfully authorized means of avoid- 
ance is obvious, it is not simply 
through tax exemption that high sur- 
taxes are uneconomical. The expe- 
rience for the few years under high 
surtaxes shows the increasing failure 
of these taxes as a source of rev- 
enue. There are many means of es- 
eaping the tax, and with the set- 
tlement of conditions abroad, we may 
Wnticipate the movement of capital 
from this country to other parts of 
the world where income is not so pe- 
nalized. Ways will always be found 
to avoid taxation inherently exces- 
sive, We are presented, then, with a 
plan of taxation which punishes en- 
ergy and initiative and must decrease 
revenue. Such a plan will ultimate- 
ly work harm to the country and 
should not be permitted to continue 
much longer. he cure does not lie 
in attacking the symptoms by other 
unsound penalties worse than the dis- 
case itself, such as an undistributed 
surplus tax, but in correcting the 
cause. The remedy. is such a re- 
duction in the peak of the surtaxes 
as will attract capital to new. enter- 
prises and prevent the continual dim- 
inution of taxable income in_ the 
higher brackets. In this way alone 
can high living costs, the indirect tax 
paid by all of the people, be reduced 
and the productivity of a graduated 
income tax maintained. 

Practical Confiscation of Capital. 

“The principles applicable to high 
surtaxes apply similarly to high es- 
tete taxes. The bill raises the es- 
tate tax to 40 per cent. As a con- 
comitant is added a gift tax, which 
is a further invasion of the rights 
of the .citizen, both unusual in na- 
ture and of doubtful legality. When 
there is added to this the inheritance 
taxes levied by the states, this 
amounts to a practical confiscation 
of capital. To meet these taxes, ex- 
ecutors must realize cash on forced 
sales of property, with a general low- 
ering of ell values upon which the 
credit atructure of our country is 
based, and diminishing the very 
source from which this revenue 
comes: It is proposed to take capital 
and to uve it in the ordinary operat- 
ing expenses of government. We are 
thus to live, not on income, but on 

rincipal, and to that extent we ex- 
haust our resources and preveht the 
industrial expansion essential to our 
ineressing population and our high 
strndard of living. Heretofore, es- 
tate taxes in the federal government 
have been war measures. It is now 
proposed to use these reserves in 
times of peace. They should be kept 
for emergencies. 

States Have Real Interest. 

“The states have a very real in- 
terest in this tax. Inheritance taxes 
constitnte a material part of state 
revenue, ey are a comparativel? 
small factor in federal revenue. As 
the federal government invades this 
sphere, belonging primarily to the 
states, it will eut down the flow of 
income to the states from this tax, 
and thus force the states to higher 
taxes from other sources, whieh wit! 
mean increased land taxes. For the 
sake of $12,000,000 of additional rev- 
enue the federal government in its 
strength should not further handican 
the states, already heavily burdened 
with expenditures which can met 
only h¥ taxation. I believe also it 
would be advisable to call a confer- 
ence of the taxing authorities of the 
states and the treasury, before the 
next session of the congress, to give 
consideration to some comprehensive 
plan of division of this field of tax- 
ation between the various states and 
the federal government and the elimi- 
nation of overlapping and _ unfair 
taxes, 

“Our institutions guarantee to our 
citizens sanctity in their private af- 
fars, a right giving way only to the 
needs. of government. Under the law 
as it now exists, the treasury has 
access to all information useful in 
determining the liability of the tax- 
paver. For the needs of revenue, 
publicity is unnecessary. While the 
bill purports not to give full publicity 
this is scarcely true, and it still sac 
rifices without reason the rights of 
the taxpayer. In each postoffice the 
amount which the citizen contributes 
to the treasury must be exhibited to 
the eurious and to the taxpayer's 
business rivals. Committees in con- 
gress have access to returns § and 
other private papers, withont any 
restriction as to their publication, in 
open committee or on the floor of 
congress, the most certain means of 
publicity. Ifa taxpayer desires a 
hearing before the board of tax an- 
peals he must expose to the public 
the complete details of his income. To 
put this price upon the fair determi- 
nation of tax-liability in its regular 
administrative course is entirely un- 
justifiable. Yet, such is done in the 
publie provisions of the board of tax 
appeals. 

Result in Concealment. 

“Tt is not alone in the unwarranted 
interference vgth the right of the citi- 
zen to privacy that these provisions 
are hurtful. It is believed that far 
from increasing revenue, the desire 
to avoid the gratification of the idle 
curiosity of others or the exposure of 
one’s personal affairs to. one’s com- 
petitor will result in the concealment

“Criticism of the income tax and 
a large part of the dissatisfaction 
with it are the result of delay and 
uncertainty in the final determina- 
tion of a taxpayers liability. Taxes 
can usually be paid within a short 
time after the receipt of the income 
on which the tax is based without 
serious embarrassment. The pay- 
ment, however, of a large additional 
tax on income received several years 
previous and which may have since 
its receipt either been wiped out by 
subsequent losses or invested in non- 
liquid assets may force a taxpayer 
into bankruptcy and often causes 
financial sacrifice and hardship. Pro- 
vision should be made for the prompt 
and final determination: of a_ tax- 
payer’s liability and such was the pur- 
pose in the suggestion for a burden 
of tax_appeale. 

Makes Board a Court. 

“Provisions of the bill, however, 
with reference to the board, make it 
in all its essentials practically a court 
of record. The board is to be bound 
by formal rules of evidence and pro- 
cedure. In each case a formal record 
must be prepared and all oral testi- 
mony in cases involying more than 
$10,000 must be reduced to writing 
and an opinion in addition to the find-

ings of fact and a decison must be. 


written. A taxpayer is entitled to ap- 
peai to the board before any assess- 
ment can be made. The reduction in 
the salary of the members of the board 
from $10,000 as recommended by the 
treasury to $7,500, and the reduc -ion 
of the term of office of the original 
appointees from the ten years recom- 
mended to two years make is dif- 
ficult to secure for membership on the 
board men with training, experience 
and ability. This board of tax ap- 
peals, unable to secure the proper 
type of membershp, hampered and bur- 
dened with rules ‘of procedure and 
evidence and forced to prepare a rec- 
ord, a finding of fact, and a decision 
in practically every case, will be un- 
able to handle the business which will 
come to it. The result will be greater 
delay in the final settlement of tax 
cases, and may ultimately result in 
the complete break-down of the admin- 
istrative machinery for the collection 
of taxes. 
Sees No Deficit To Follow. 

“The purpose of a tax bill is: to 
provide the government with revenue, 
and the primary consideration on tax 
reduction is the probable receipts and 
expenditures of the government after 
the bill becomes a law. We shall close 
the fiscal year ending June 30 next, 
with a surplus, but it is the next 
fiscal year that must have ‘consider- 
ation. By far the greater part of the 
loss of revenue which will be brought 
about by the bill is in income taxes. 
Aside from the 25 per cent credit in 
1424 taxes the bill applies to incomes 
received in 1924, the tax on which Is 
paysble in the calendar year 1925. 
So this income tax reduction will not 
be felt until the last half of the fis 
enl year 1925. Under these circum- 
stances, after giving effect to the 
bonus law and the reductions con- 
templated by the bill, and provided no 
further commitments in large amounts 
are made by the congress, the treaa- 
ury may reasonably expect to con- 
clude the fiscal year 1925 without a 
deficit. 

“Looking beyond 1925 to later 
years, there are certain factors which 
deserve cvnsideration. The excess 
profits ard income tax laws of the 
war period were new in principle and 
exceedingly complicated in practice. 
The treasury has not yet become cur- 
rent in the ascertainment of tax lia- 
bility ane collection of taxes for thia 
period. We must therefore consider 
the establishment for the future of 
such a policy of taxation as wil} in- 
sure the maintenance of the sources 
without the aid of these reservoirs 
which will soon be-empty.

NOW FOR BUSINESS! 

The country will breath a sigh 
of relief that President Coolidge has 
signed the tax bill. 

While it does not accord with his 
position on the Mellon plan, which 
he believes would have been better, 
the president recognizes the new 
measure as being an improvement 
over the existing law. 

The effect of the new law is to 

reduce by 25 per cent taxes on last 
year’s incomes payable this year, 
while some of the many excise and 
miscellaneous nuisance taxes are re- 
pealed. 
, The president has done wisely in 
signing the bill. If he had done 
otherwise it probably would have 
hecessitated a prolongation of the 
present session of congress, and 
mothing that could happen to the 
country would be worse than that. 
* What the people want now above 
all things is a rest from congress, 
and a reasonable period of peace and 
quiet during which business may 
be given an opportunity to adjust 
itself to a normal basis. 

The president takes the position 
that the good effect of the new tax 


law wlil be felt by business within 
a few weeks, not only because of the 
tax reduction provided, but because 
it puts an end to the uncertainty 
that has threatened business ever 
since the discussion incident to the 
new tax law began about eight 
months ago. 

With the tax question settled and 
with no threat of legislative erup- 
tions to prolong the uncertainty, 
business the country over should 
pick up and we should enter the 
fall under full headway, and more 
nearly under normal conditions 
than since the beginning of the 
great war.

The British newspapers protested 
vigorously against the secret being 
sold out of the country.

It will be in- 
teresting—while it lasts—but there 
may be no one left to write its 
history! 

There are others who claim tc 
have discovered a ‘‘death ray.”’ Dr. 
T. F. Wall, lecturer in Sheffield uni- 
versity, believes that he has found 
a ray that will destroy life, bring 
motor cars to a standstill, stop air- 
planes in flight. ‘‘There is no limit 
to its possibilities,” adds Dr. Wall, 
“particularly in surgical and medi- 
cal operations.” This death ray, 
then, may be used to prolong life. 
What a pity that all men can not 
think in terms of life instead of in 
térms of death! 

In the old days, swords were bent 
into plowshares and spears into 
pruning hooks. Today, poison gas 
is used to cure colds or to make 
rare perfumes. And Dr. Charles 
Mayo believes that cancer may yet 
be conquered by the X-ray. Poison 
gas and diabolical rays! Shall they 
be used to bring death into the 
world or to sustain the life that is 
already here? The day may not be 
far distant when the nations of the 
world will have to make the choice. 

Spears may be turned into prun- 
ing hooks, poison gas may be 
turned into rare perfume, death 
rays may bring longer life—but war 
will not be driven from the earth 
until the hate and envy and greed

This increase no doubt shows that 
the farmer has made up his mind to 
fight the weevil this year to the last 
ditch.

An old adage says that “a rainy! 
May means a poor crop,” but there 
is another that says ‘‘a late start 
means a good crop.”

We 
have had a wet May, and the start 
is certainly late. 

But casting adages aside, what is 
needed now is fighting spirit. The 
farmers of Georgia have shown that 
they have this spirit, for they have 
battled against seemingly insur- 
mountable obstacles in the past. 

But if ever fight was needed, it is 
now. Georgia’s goal should be not 
less than 1,500,000 bales, and that 
much or more is already in the 
ground. Getting it out, however, is 
a different thing. There is but one 
way to overcome the boll weevil, 
and that is to fight, fight, fight. 

The weevil cannot be conquered 
in one or a half dozen years—but he 
can be completely routed in time, 
and every year’s advance is just that 
much nearer its ultimate elimina- 
tion.

BETTER COUGH THAN CHOKE. 

Everybody remembers the charade: 
Brothers and sisters have I none. but 


| this man’s father is my father’s son. 


. The brothers end sisters merely help 
to mislead the mind, very much as the 
seven wives, cats, sacks and kits do 
in the riddle about the man zoing to 
St. Ives. Credulous folk who are at 
all curious will notice printed some- 
where on their favorite sough cure 
one or two similar charades Usual- 
ly there is something. like this: 
“Guaranteed under the Food and 
Drug Act, June 30, 1906.” 
word “guaranteed” is the misleading 
part of it, for there are a lot of 
simple people who have a vague no- 
tion that this legend on the label 
means that the medicine is really a 
good remedy for something or other or 
that it eontains no injurious ingred:- 
ents. The other joker often printed 
on cough medicine packages is some- 
thing like this: “Contains nod 
laudanum, cocaine, choloroform or 
morphine.” 7 

Certain medicines are beneficial in 
the sense that they alleviate perhaps 
by loosening tightness and so making 
coughing and expectoration § easier, 
without causing other effects at the 
same time which may be deleterious, 
such as destroying appetite or inter- 
fering with digestion or dulling gener- 
al sensation. 

For the majority of coughs which 
are popularly treated by the patients 
themselves or by members of their 
families, I am convineed that no treat- 
ment at all would be better than the 
usual early resort to remedies which 
contain opiates, narcotics or nerve 
sedatives of one kind or another. To 
dull the sensation which prompts 
coughing, in the earlier stage of any 
throat, bronchial or lung condition in 
which cough and expectoration is nat- 
ural, is the most unwise policy one 
can pursue. And that is so even 
though the medicine contstins “no 
laudanum, cocaine, choloform or mor- 
phine’—for there are plenty of other 
narcotics used in such concoctions, 

In certain cases it is not only justfi- 
fiable but necessary and beneficial to 
check coughing by means of an opiate 
or narcotic—but in any case this is 
a serious question which should be 
left to the judgment of the physician 
For the layman to indulge in medicine 
which lessens coughing is a riskv 
gamble with disease at any stage of 
a cough. It is my firm conviction 
that a great many minor illnesses are 
converted into serious or fatal ill- 
nesses by just this very poyular prac- 
tice. 

Cough, if it is anything medicine 
can influence at all, is usually a goad 
thing for what ails you. Help it along, 
don’t try to make yourself forget it. 
I mean to fill up on beefsteak and 
gravy presently, and when my cour- 
agé 1s equal to®it, publish again the 
complete formula and directions for 
use of my famous fool proof cough 
medicine—but J] want to catch the 
printers when they're right. so as ts 
have a fifty fifty chance of printing 
the formula I write. 

Some people do not like to cough 
even a little bit. They seem to think 
it harms the lungs or something. UK 
dosen't. On the contrary it tends to 
prevent congestion of the lugs, and 
with the exception of tubereniosis and 
pleurisy, it is better in any case tv 
cough than to choke.

headache, vertigo, muscular tremors, 
scarlet lips, spots like black and blue 
spots under the skin, coush, and in 
some cases fatty degeneration of the 
heart, kidneys and __ liver. Special 
ventilation equipment, exbaust er 
blower, is the best protection of the 
worker from this risk. 

'  Endarteritis Obliterans. 

Will excessive cigaret smoking 
cause fallen arches? If continued 
will it cause endarteritis obliterans? 
(B. B. J. 

Answer.—I dont see how it could 
cause fallen arches. but endarteritis 
obliterans (obliterating inflammation 
of the lining of arteries) seems to oc- 
cur particularly to Jewish young men 
who are excessive smokers and one 
authority has ascribed the disease to 
the cigaret habit. As it usually af- 
fects the feet or legs it is often muis- 
taken for “fallen arches. 

Baby Shoes. 

My baby is 16 months old ahd 
weighs 22 1-2 nounds. Is it necessary 
that she wear high shoes this summec, 
to support her ankles. or are the strap 
slippers satisfactory? (Mrs. M. T. 
R.) 
Answer—A_ baby’s ankies require 
no support unless there is something 
the matter, and then only such sup- 
port ‘as the. doctor deems necessary 
should be used. Until a baby begins 
to walk no shoes should be put on his 
feet at all. And when shoes hecome 
necessary, the less shoe around the 
ankle the better.

LIFTING BALL. 

The question of what is to: be done 
where one player plays his ball with 
that of his opponent lying quite near, 
with the result that the former strikes 
the latter and knocks it out of its po- 
sition, is frequently encountered. The 
answer is that in a single match, the 
owner of the ball displaced can either 
replace or not as he chooses, while in 
a three-ball or four-ball match or 
medal] play the displaced ball must be 
replaced. : 

However, the rules make provision 
for avoiding such a@ incident, as the 
owner of the nearer ball must, upon 
the request of his opponent, lift his 
ball, if it lies within a glub length 
through the green or in a hazard, or 
if within six inches on the putting 
green. So in a single match, especial- 
ly, it is up to the player’ to exercise 
this privilege.

To ¢ Govern Catton, Says Ez

| will be known throughout the length 


and breadth of the cotton world, 
which now includes every country of 
the earth. 

The condition as of May 25 is put 
at 65.6 per cent as against 71 last 
year and a ten-year average of 72.8. 

No estimate of the acreage planted 
thia season has as yet been pub- 
lished but the report statea that 38,- 
709,000 acres were planted last year 
and that of this area, 37, 130,000 
acres were picked. Last season's yield 
of lint cotton is figured at 130.6 
pounds per acres, Presumably this 
per acre yield is figured upon the 
picked acreage. 

The market jumped up about 70 
points on the publication of the re- 
port. Its implications are of course 
exceedingly disquieting to the textile 
industry as, barring a phenomenal 
improvement hereafter, it indicates a 
cotton famine, 

Those who dissent from this view 
call attention to the report of June, 
1920, which put the condition at 62.4 
and was followed by a erop of 13,271,- 
000 bales produced from a_ planted 
acreage estimated at only 37,000,000 
acres. 

Not Inerrant. 

It cannot be denied that the excep- 
tion thus cited is important for it 
shows that the government is not in- 
errant, but in looking over the history 
of 1920 we find that public opinion 
was much at variance with the gov- 
ernment’s condition.figurea and that 
at the end of August the average crop 
guess of those reporting to Commerce 
and Finance was 12,725,610 bales. 
This is one of the many reasons why 
I feel more confidence in the guesses 
of well-informed business men than 
in the mathematical abstractions of 
the academic investigator and as long 
as the most trade authorities think 
the crop is less than 12,000,000 bales 
it is unnecessary and would be dan- 
gerous to calculate upon a_ larger 
supply. 

For this reason the. weather vane 
of public opinion will be the best 
guide to follow during the next 
three months. Just at present it

000,000 bushels less than hurvested 
in 1923. Bullish sentiment was also 
temporarily encouraged by the fact 
that for the first time this year the 
July delivery at Winnipeg commanded 
a premium over Chicago. Apparently, 
however, bullish aspects of the crop 
estimates made public here already 
had been discounted, and notable tack 
of support became evident when sell- 
ing broadened out in the final hour.

so as to depreciate the stock placed 
in trust of its value.

In the majority report, which was 
prepared by Chairman Norris, the ad- 
ministration was assailed for its at- 
titude towards .Ford’s offer and in 
particular the plan to replace the Gor- 
gas steam plant sold to the Ala- 
bama Power company for $3,472,487. 
The report declared that Ford became 
angry when the plant was sold and 
“condemned the secretary of war 
and, through him, the administration 
in unmeasured discourteous terms.” 

“To appease Lis anger,” the report 
said, “a vaciliating administration 
publicly announced that the amount 
received for the Gorgas plant would 
be ¢redited upon the $5,000,000 which 
Mr. Ford agreed to pay for Muscle 
Shoals in case kis bid was neccepted 
by congress. This kindly favor, per- 
haps superinduced by other consider- 
ations.” the. report continued, “so 


| 


pleased Mr. Ford that his anger at 
the administration was not only 
turned into love and admiration, but 


he became so violently friendly that 
he himself withdrew as a candidate 
for president and announced his sup- 
port of the executive who had made 
such a liberal concession.” 

Would Give Ford Advantage. 

The report declared that if Muscle 
Shoals was leased for 100 years as 
provided in the Ford bid and the gov- 
ernment would furnish money at easy 
rates, it would give the lessee an ad- 
vantage over any competitor. 

‘Such a corporation would be able 
to fix its own price and levy tribute 
upon the people at will.. Such a cer- 
poration would beascold and clammy 
as any trust or monopoly that has 


] ever existed in the history of civiliza- | 


tion,” the report added. 
Declaring that 
ganda” favoring Ford's offer had been 


spread over the country by real estate | 


speculators on the one side and rep- 
resentatives of farm organizations on 
the other, the report said “it is not 
known that Mr. Ford himself is a 
part of this propaganda, but it would 
seem that a man of his prominence 
ought not to stand idly by while in 
his name misrepresentations are being 
spread.” 

Ford Alone Refused Testimony. 
Criticizing Ford for not testifying 
efore congressional committees in 

regard to his offer, the report asserts 
that Ford is the only bidder who had 
refused to testify. “And yet, queer 
as it may seem, he is the only per- 
son who has made a bid for Muscle 
Shoals that any committee of either 
house of congress has reported favor- 
ably on or given serious considera- 
tion to as far as acceptance is con- 
cerned.” 

The report describe& the Norris bill 
in detail and advances the claim that 
if the government owned ané@ oper- 
ated the power plants, it would hold 
an important key in a giant power 
system that_could be made to spread 
over the entire south. 

The text of the minority report has 
not yet been made public, but is ex- 
pected soon.

Rome receives her visitors cordially 
and at this time of the year is crowd- 
ed to overflowing with Europeans 
who take March and April to visit 
warmer eountries, since their own are 
usually cold and disagreeable at this 
time of the year.

Italy is far from being the heralded 
“cheap” country about which we hear 
so much and in Rome we found ev- 
erything far dearer than in Paris, 

Nothing equals the charm of the 
enpital—but a lifetime is needed to 
see all of its treasures and more than 
a lifetime to learn all there is to 
know and remember. We visited, of 
course, the usual things: the cata- 
combs, St. Peter’s, the Vatiean with 
its art treasures, marvelous rooms 
and mosaic factory, the National my- 
seum and the lovely Borghese villa, 
called “The Queen of Museums.” 
Small though it is, its priceless art 
indeed wins for it this well deserved 
name. Nothing can exceed the beauty 
of Canova’s “Venus,” for which Na- 
poleon’s lovely sister, Pauline, after- 
wards the Marchesa Borghese, is said 
to have posed. The exquisite grace 
of her slender perfect body, the rare 
poise of her glorious head, and the 
charm of her delicate, pointed fingers 
live in the Carrara marble in life- 
like reproduction. It is just as well 
that this souvenir of Napoleon’s fam- 
ily lives in Italy, since he himeelf 
carried to France so many of Italy’s 
treasures of art and history. The 
Villa Borghese is set at the end of a 


surrounding it and is ‘a shrine to 
which all real lovers of art hasten. 
Audienee With the Pope. 

The real incident of our Roman 
stay for us was the audience granted 
to us in the Vatican with his holi- 
ness, the pope. We secured our cards 
and introduction at the American col- 
lege, through Father Burke, a most 
amiable personage who greeted Ug in 
good American English when we 
called at the college and wrote at 
once for us a letter of introduction to 
the papal secretary. Our visit fol- 
lowed just after the two American 
eardinals had been received at the 
Vatican and there were many Amer- 
ican priests, who came over with these 
dignataries, to be seen. Father Burke 
admonished us repeatedly as to the 
sort of dresses to wear and cautioned 


be received by his holiness. We wore 
high-necked black gowns, without col- 
or, and graceful lace scarfs over. our 
heads, and repaired on the appointed 
day to the Vatican in a drenching 
downpour of rain which, however, 
could not dampen enthusiasm or in- 
terest. Within the papal apartments, 
we were met at the outer doors by 
the papal soldiers who still wear the 
uniforms designed so many centuries 
ago by Michael Angelo and which 
would make fascinating costumes for 
the Nine O'Clock fancy dress balls at 


and yellow and blue, mediaeval hats 
and halberds. These soldiers pointed 
the way to other steps within the pal- 
ace up which we climbed, endlessly, 
it seemed, for flight after flight had 
to be ascended before the audience 
chamber was finally reached. In a 
vast, vaulted hall, where more sol- 
diers paced up and down, and red- 
velvet-clad functionaries went impor- 
tantly back and forth, we waited un- 
til the signal was given to enter the 
great audience chamber. This enor- 
mous room, with velvet chairs along 
the walls, was carpeted with green 
velvet and the ceiling was vivid blue, 
contrasting with the light red bro- 
caded walls. At an end was an enor- 
mous, life-size crucifix of ivory at 
which knelt an angel of gold. At the 
other end was a great throne chair 
under a canopy and mounted on a 
little raised platform. 
Dresses Rigidly Inspected. 

The holy father came in to this 
room through velvet-hung doors, pre- 
ceded by a major domo who rigidly 
inspected the ladies’ dresses und made 
a sign for us all to kneel as the im- 
portant doors swung open and the 
white-robed pope came in, attended 
by soldiers and priests. He passed 
silently and quickly from one to the 
other and held out his hand on which 
was the great papal ring for us to 
kiss, gave a benediction and left the 
vast room almost as quickly as he 
came. We wandered out into the sun- 
light which had come again after the 
rain and wondered if it were really 
true that we had been received by 
one of the outstanding personages in 
all the world. The pope is not tall 
and peered at his visitors through 
double-rimmed glasses. He wore a 


long white gown with sash embroid- 
ered in. gold and his red velvet slip- 
pers, embroidered, too, in gold, creaked 
a little as he walked, as one’s Sunday 
shoes sometimes do when one does
